But. dc the people suddenly ehmge their beliefs? Do iKcy suddenly 
all act like Christians and then cease loan as such aftei Drcember 25tH? 
But that isn’t right either^ U it? Pot mcni of their actions have nothing 
vkhaies'CT to do with ChflstH In fact* the "Chriilrnas tpinl" seems to 
cause almost all u> act in a manner that is totally out of line with the 
teachings of Jesus Christ, Stores raise many prices, often pushing cheap 
and flimsy merchandise for "gifts/’ men exchange bottles or cases of 
whiskey* employers gix-e "Chriilruas parties" with free liquor often with 
tragic consequences in auto accidents, or with illicit sex liasons. Tens of 
thousands of families, caught up in the “Chrisimas spirit." ovcTspund. 
and lay on addttkmal burden of debt upon tliemschcs for months 
afterward. 

In addition, untold millions of litxlc children are deceived about the 
existence of a little creature called “Santa Ctiuc." Parents, whn under 
most circumstances would severely punish their childrun fur iclUiig lies, 
blithely lie to these sansc children, and du It » ith a smile on their faces 
and joy in their hearts! 

Are those things “Christian?" Of course not* Then whai Is this 
festival which is catted "ChKstmas?" 

The answer, whkh shoiild be suspected by Chrbllans as they watch 
the world ’'celebrate," is that this festival called "Chrbtmas" is NOT a 
Chrisflan holiday at jII, but is exactly thot which it appiears to be* a 
pagan debauchery whose origins arc not. and can not be, in the Holy 
One of Israel, the Lord Jesus Christ. Jesus, In the sernwri on the meuni* 
taughi that: “a cormpf trre hffugeih fvrth uvi/ fruit* A jtothrf f^e cd^nor 
fcnng forth evrJ jfrinV" (Matt- 7:l7*i8j. 

TRVfreSTnHtCHRJSTMAS "SPIRIT ■ 

We are told by John* "ffe/oifat frchVve not every spirii. bvt fry the 
fpfrirs [plural] whether they ert 0 / Go4” (I John 4*1). 

This simply means that the Christian is NOT to believe everything 
that seems to have a "spirit" behind It to be originated by God. Jesus 
warned of deceptions thsti it were pesubte. they sAo// deceive the 
very eieet (Mi«- 24:24|. 
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PctCr told believers that there would be touchers ffmong you. 

w/io privity [Secretly] iftait bring in damnubh heresies'" Q Pcf. 2i I). A 
heresy is a religioys teaching that has the appccraitec of truth, but is, in 
faetf a lie. Is it pgssibk that "Chrisrms'' is a "heresy," something that 
masquerades as "Christian," but is not? 

Perhaps we should take tills feslival "apart" and examine the 
"pads" and see what it really is, 

THE "DAY" 

When the "day,"" December 25th, is exa mined, some rather strange 
things arc discovered^ First r (and this should certainly lead professing 
Christians to read onl Christians observed no such day as "the birthday 
of Jtsus” during the lives of the Disciples, or those that followed 
immediately after them (sec page 26), Neither did the Christian 
founders of the American colonies who were of those who had come out 
of "the great w'horc, the Eoman church” (see page 1). 

Second, no one has ever tome forward with even one verse of 
Scripture admonishing believers to observe any such "celebration’' of 
"ihtf birthday of Christ,’ ' nor is there any. Although such Hebrew holy 
days as the Passover, the Sabbath, and the annual giving of the tithes 
arc mentioned in both Old and New Scriptui'cs, God has left NQ 
INSTKUCTlOh' about Jesus' "birthday. ' 

Third, the description of Jesus’ birth night tells of a time to be taxed, 
of shephertLs in the field with their flocks at night, and the dty of 
Bethlehem full of travelers ("no ream for i/ictn in the /nn" Luke 2:1‘S). 
Tax time was harvest time throughout the Raman Empire, and tithing 
time was harvest lime according to the Law of Moses (Exa. 23:14'19; 
Lev, -23:1-10; Dcut. 16:16-17). Common sense and custom would have 
the Roman governor collect taxes at the time the people had money from 
the harvest; when they had been taught to pay their tithes under Modes' 
Law. 

Midwinter* i.c., December 2Sih, simply does NOT fit the season 
described in the Hqly Word. 

Fourth, even a vecy' brief search of history books of various nations 
and peoples* shows that almost alt had a mid- winter "festival" 
embodying all the customs of the modern "Christmas," such as 
feasting, drunken revelry, sexual excess, burning a log, a tree, giving 
gifl.s, etc,, and it was AI,WA¥5 done in conjunction with 'I'HE 
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WORSHIP OF A PAGAN GOD!l (Sec page 26 for a news article demoE' 
jt rating how EAS V ^ is for ministers to Find the truth the pagan erigin 
of December 25th). 

Fifth, almost all Bible scholars who have made attempts 1o ascertain 
the actual birth day of Jes^us, have admitted failure to find the ^'cxact^* 
date^ but all have estimated it to be no earlier than September ZiQth nor 
later than November 6th on our present calendar. (I have several 
calendar calculations in my files). This, coupled with the available 
evidence that neither the First century Christians, nor those of early 
America, observed any ^'birthday of Jesus,” leads one to contemplate in 
wonder, our sixth observation! 

Which is — that in spite of all evidence AGAINST December 2Sth 
being at or even near the ^*birthday” of Jesus, and in spite of the total 
lack of Scriptural admonition to Christians to observe any day at all in 
commemoration of Jesus* birth, the Churches, almost without except 
tion. APPROVE, AND PARTICIPATE IN, ALMOST ALL OF THE 
RITUALS BY WHICH NON-CHRISTIANS CELEBRATE 
“CHRISTMAS!” 

WHY? 

Perhaps we wit] find the answer by continuing our examination of the 
“parts" of the w'hoie thing. 

THE MOTHER AND CHILD 

There is an almost universal use of pictures or statues of a mother 
and a small baby by those who celebrate “Christtnas," Believer and 
unbeliever alihe, send cards with such pictures and place "manger” 
displays on their front lawns or at their p3o.ee of business. Some towns or 
other goveinment bodies erect them on public property weeks before 
December 25th. Some who do this are professing Christians, but many 
never darken a church door, open a Bible, or repent of a sin. Could a 
"mother and child" be a non-Christian symbol? 

Our contemporary world has the Roman Catholics with their 
veneration of the "woman,” catling her "Mary, the mother of God," 
but worshipping her as a god, for they pray to her for intercession to her 
"god^child," In countries where Romanism holds total sway, all 
pretense of worshipping the “Father” is forgotten, and the whole ritual 
of worship is to the woman and her child (along with the worship of dead 
^'saints” as gods) which is identical to the ancient system of Baal 
worship. g 



And speaking ofBaaU a look at ancient, pagan religions gives us tlie 
origin of the '"woman and child/' 

The Bab^^lonians worshipped a woman-god, '"khea," the goddess 
"mother/' and ascribed to her son great powers. His name was 
"Tammtti/' and in Ezekiel S; 15-14 God condemns women for 
professing to worship Jehovah, while in secret ACTUALLY 
WORSHIPPING TAMMUZJ The next verse condemns worship of the 
"sun/' which was also a part of the Babylonian "abominations/' This 
was an example of a rdigloD vrhkh outwardly was the 'True” religion, 
but secretly its adherents were "Dial worshippers/' 

The Greeks called the son " Bacchus/' and he was the god of revelry 
and drunkenness. His "birthday," w'hich was supposed to be at the 
winter solstice (mid-December on our calendar) was niarketi with parties 
and scKual orgies in honor of the birth of this "son of the mollicr-god/' 
In Egypt, the mother-god and child w'crc worshipped as "Isas" and 
"Osiris" (or Horus). In India, where the ancient religion srill holds 
away, they are called ”[si" and "tswara," In other pans of Asia they are 
know n as “Cybcic" and "Deoius," In each case the child is known as a 
"reincarnation" of his father, making these pagan "religions^' 
counterfeits of the true religion of the God of the Bible, 
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The Mediterranean civilizations adopted these Asiatic abonitnations 
as ''Portuna" and "Jupiter’' in Rome, and in Greece as either "Ceres/' 
the great goddess’innrher with a babi' at her breast, or "Irene," the 
goddess of peace, with the baby ''Plutus'^ in her arms^ 

That this worship of ^'mother and child'’ is both ancient AND Asiatic 
Wffls verified when the first Jesuit (Carhohe) missionaries entered China, 
Japan, and Tibet, for in each nation they found the same worship of a 
mother and child! She was "Shing Moo/^ or "the holy mother," and 
she was portrayed complete with a 'iight of aiory" amund her, ezacrly 
as the Romanists paint iheir "Madonna and Child! 



■"MADONNA AND CHILD” 


The name '-Madonna'' should be c^tplained, as it demonstrates the 
paganism of Reman Carhniicism and also loads us back to a goddess 
mentioned in the Biblo^ 

Babylonians called their fat her- god "Baal.** and his wife “Beltis,” 
or "Itic mother of gods/* but the Mediterranean Latin was "Mea 
Domina/' the femirine form of "moiher ruler" The modom [taltan 
{Roman Catholic) name "Madonna*' is but a corruption of "Mea 
Domira.'* or ■"the mother ruler," and it is she who is really worshipped 
by the Roman Catholic EViests. 

She is also the "goddess*' who caused Paul. Gaius. and Aristarchus 
so much trouble it Ephesus, as recorded in Acts 19. Her name there was 
" Diana” {as in Greece it was "Juno/* "Hera/' and "Athena,'* varying 
from city to city), and the meKhants who made money selling statues 
and objects for her veneration attempted to drive Paul from the city 
when they realized his teachings would destroy their "business,' 'just as 
the truth about "Christmas" and about the "Madonna and Child” 
w'ould distroy the "business" of so many shoddy merchants today) If it 
had not been for the Eniervcntion of the town clerk, these ' 'mother-god*' 
worshippers might have killed Paul (read Acts 19:22-41), 

As we have seen, the pagan religions* main objects of worship were 
the "Mother and Child/' but the father- god was alse worshipped, 
although kept mostly in the background— and that brings us to ”5aiita 
Claus/' 


SANTA CLAUS 

Santa Claus is that jolly old fellow who appears once a year, and then 
only to do good by bringing toys and games to "good little children/* Is 
that ALL there is to "Santa?' ' No, my Christian friend, it is not. 

Although you n]ay not believe in "tvolulion," Santa^ as wc know 
him today, is a product of evolution. Let us trace his origin from the 
ancient times. 

In Egypt, where the mother and child were worshipped, the 
"father-god'* was known as "Khons" or “Khonos/' The name means 
"huntsman/' or '*god of the chase," and scholars have identified him 
as the ^'Nimrod** of Genesis I'O. "ihe mighty hvnKr^ " and the builder of 
'"Babei^' {or Babylon). (Pagan gods are always diefied humans, but that 
is a story too long for ihis small boot). Eie is tepresented in both Babylon 



and Kgyptasa half-man and tialf-htall. and also half-man and half-horse 
(I he ceriUtir of mythology!, usually with wings, and he is called ^^Eaal- 
abirin/' or ^'the winged one."* He is called “the omnipotent one,” and 
also “the unknown one,” giving him the unlnowable qualities that left 
him in the background. He would be "THE UNKNOWW GOD” wor- 
shipped in Athens in Acts 17:23. 

O-'cr the cciituries+ his images evolved into more human fornn* 
usually clothed in a leopard skin* signify trig his hunting prow^ess over 
the swiftest of animals. This spntted garment became a marl of kings 
and priests in Africa and Asia. The priests of "Bacchus” in Greece were 
clothed in leopard skins, l&ter adopting the spotted skin of a young fawn, 
or dyeing their robes to look like a spotted skin. 

The "spotted deer” seems lo have been adopted as combining both 
the spots of the leopard and the bull for call) of idol worship, Tn Ninevah, 
the capitol of Assyria, statues of Nimrod (Baal) show him wearing a 
spotted deer stin. or in some cases, carrying a spotted deer, AND NOW 
WE ARE GETTING CLOSE TO "SANTA CLAUS!” 




In the drawing of Nimrod, above left, ihc similatity lo "Santa Claus” 
can be seen in the long, flow'lng^ white beard, the ornate diess, the 
"reindeer,” the fir tree (the "Christmas" treel), and the wings, giving 
him power to "fly through the air!" 

The dtawjiig (abov^e right) is of the Greek "Baechus” and the 
similarity Ls certain. He docs not carry the spotted deer but has a spotted 
robe, the tree of uncertain origin, and the "cup, ” the symbol of drunken 
revelry, so great a part of "Christmas.”

THE "CHRISTMAS TREE" 


We have already seen the origin of the "tree" with Nimrod (Baal),

When Israel came into Canaan, they were ordorctl to destroy die 
heathen altars, groves, and graven images {Dcut, 7 ), And thont 'Te 



shall utterfy destroy ail ihe places i^hereirt the nations which yc shall 
possess sen ed their gods, vpon the high mountuiiis, and upon the hifls, 
and under every GREEN TREE” (Deit(, 12:1). 

Among the scores of places tn ihe Old Tcstiiment where Israel was 
warned againsi Baal worship, or ”ihe ways of the heathen/ nine of 
them spccifEcally mention serving their gods, or worshipping under 
”grcen trees. ” In mosl CPSC3 Other terrible abominations art listed as 
accompanying these heathen practices, such as wc read in Isaiah 57:3-5: 
”Rut draw near hkher. ye sons of the sorceress, the seed of the advl' 
terer and the whore. Agoinst whom do ye sport yoatseivtsr Against 
whom make ye a wide mouth, and draw out the tongue^ Are ye not 
children of transgriessron. a seed of falsehocdr en/lamtng yourselves 
With idols UNDER EVERV GREEN TREE, slaying the children in the 
vafieys under the cH/ts of the rocks f” 

Green trees were of Baal worship, ajiti Halley’s Bibltr Handbook sajs 
of Baal worship: '*Pricstesscs were temple prostitutes. StHlumites were 
male temple pro^titutesH The worship of Baal, Ashtoreth fhis 
wife — same as the “Madonna'')f ptid other Canaanitc gods consisted of 
the most extravagant orgies; their temples were centers of vice." (Page 
166, 1965 edition). 

Mow you may more easily understand why the saloons, night clubs,^ 
and other places where adulrerers, whores, homosexuals, and othet 
blasphemers congregate, put up green trees at "ChrlstTnas.’' 

Halley added information that showed "Baal-rhes" further eunsis' 
ted of “murdering Ihtir first-born children as a sacrifice to these same 
gods,'' and thoir tcmpEcs, upon excavation, were found to be full of 
images and carvings Of SOs organs and "pornographic" paraphernal [a 1 
{page 167 under "Religion of the Canaanites' '). 

Idol worship under "green trees” is condemned in the following 
Scnptiire — read them: 1 Kings J4:22’23; 2 Kings 16:1-4; 2 Kings 
17;9-10: 2 ClltOfl. 28:4; Isaiah 57:3-5 (quoted above); Jer. 2:20; Jer. 3:6, 
13; Jet, 17:1-2 and E;te. 6:13. 

There is a further coiide Elina tiun of those who cut down a tree for any 
kind of worship service. ‘ Eear7t not the way of the heathen ^ . . fur the 
customs of the people are vaui: for One cutieih a tree our of the forest . , . 
ihcy deck ft with stiver, and with gold, they fasten it with nails and with 
hammers, /Aar it move not ... he not afraid of them; for they cannot do 
evil, neither is it in them to do good . . . they arc altogether brutish and 
fooUsh: the stontk (tree) rs a doctrine Of vanities (lies) ' (Jer. 1C;2-S in 
pari). 
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The tree was also used in andent, pa£an festivals to symboSiEC 
rebirth. A log (yule log) was burned to syieboliae tbe death of the 
father^godn and then a green tree was set upright to imply his 
reincarnation in his son. This was followed by placing gifts under the 
trecK in effects “offering^' the gifts Id the god (idol) represented by the 
tree. Then, as in all pagan nations, the “sacrificed” gifts were 
distribiJEed to the worshippers to consunte. How many millions of 
famlLics in Christendom perform this pagan “fitual" every winter at 
“Chrisfmasf'’ May Geri open their hhncled eyes! 

For “Christians” who slid may gay, “Well, it is just a harmless 
custom, what can it hurt — and besides it is fun,” T shall only askr How 
can performing the rituals of the heathen glorify Jesus Christ? 

The writers of the New Testament warned Christians against par- 
Taking of things olfcned to idols in Acts 15:29; AcIs21t 25: 1 Cor, 3 {entire 
chapter); I Cor. 10;1S"21; 1 Cor. 10t2&; and Rev, 2:14, 20, which should 
be enough to make any believer stop and think. 

Vic shall end this section on the “tree" by quoting 1 Cor. 10:20-21: 
''But I so^. thitt tHt things, •which the Gentiles sacrifice, they sacrifice to 
devils, and not to God; and I would not that ye should have felhiw skip 
with devils. Ye cannot drinh the cup of the Lord, and the cup of devils: ye 
cannot be. partakers of the Lord's table and of the tabic of deyiis, “ 
The **Christnnas Tree"' is but the modem version of the pagan 
custom of ufTering gifts to idols; it is of "the ctip of devils. " It Is NOT 
Christian, 


THE THREE WISE MEN 

In modem "Christmas” tableaus, or stories, we arc often told of 
"the three wise men*" who came to the "babe” in the manger hearing 
gifts. This is in spile of the simple truth that the Bible does not tell of 
such an event attending Jesus' birth. 

Not only is the number of wise men not stated in the Bible, (lie Bible 
says they came to Jesus in a house! "And when they were come into the 
house, they saw ihe yoj^Hg child ivrtft Mary his mother, amlfeii do'wn. 
and worshipped him" (Matt. 2: LI). 

That their arrival was upwards of two years AFTER fhe hirth of 
Jesus is evident from King Herod's actions after he had questioned 
them as to "'whai time the star appeared" (verse 7), He desired the 
death of the Christ child, and we read be "sent forth, ami ifew aU the 
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(^htldren thai were m Beihiehemr artfi rVi ail ihe caasts thereof, f/fOM 
TWO YEARS OLD Af^D UNDER ^ according to the lime which he had 
diligcnily inquired of the wise men"' (verse 16 — emphasis added). 

Herod must have been coitvifiecd Jesus was possibly already two 
years old when the wise men ar^ived^ othervi'ise the killing of two year 
olds would make no sense. 

Also, ifli the more detailed story of Jesus* birth in Luke 2, we read of 
the angel, of the "keaveniy frpsj', " of the shepherds, even the eighth day 
circumcision of the child (verse 21)+ of both Simeon (verses 25-25) and 
Anna, the prophetess (verses 36-3S). yet NO WORD of any wise men. 
Was it because they were NOT present at His birth, but came tnonlhs, oi 
years later? 

With so plain an acoount, why do minEsters still accept three wise 
meti at the stable? Is, it because the birth uf tlie Babylonian Messiah, the 
false Christ, was attended by the priests of Baal, while the birth of the 
true Messiah was waltwl upon by NO religious persons? 

Truly the manger scene as we see it at “Christmas” cm have no 
other origin but in Baal worship. 

CANDLES 


Candles and candleslicks are mentioned a number of times in 
Scripture in relation to God, bu! there is also the “candle of the wicked^' 
which is to be put out (Job 21;l7^ Prov, 24:20). In Jeremiah 25, God 
promises to take from Babylon, "the light of the candle ' ' (verse 1 0). and 
in Revelation 18:23, as the destruction of prophetic BABYLON THE 
GREAT, MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS OF THE 
EARTH is complete, we read. "And the light of a candle s/iail shme no 
more at all in thee. “ The huming of candles in a worsliLp service is a 
pagan, and a Roman Catholic ritual. It is NOT Christian. 

EXCHANGING GIFTS 

There is no instruction In the Bible for ihc mutual exchange of gifts 
among believers, for ANY reason, yet all of the pagan, mid-winier 
"festivals” include gift c)<chenging. U seems significant that (he only 
mcntiori of such a lime in the Holy Word is in the Apocalyptic story of 
the two witnesses of God being killed, their deaths seeming to bring 
such joy to the ungodly that we read. “And they that dwell upon the 
earth shall rejoice over them, and make merry, and shall aend gifts one 
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tc Moiker" (Rev. 11:10). Isn't U strange tliat the actions of the ungodly 
3 l the death of God's prophets IS IDENTICAL TO THE ACnONS OF 
^*CHRISTMAS'’ CELEB RANI’S? Not really, when you realiie that the 
hidden promoters of “'Christmas*' riuials aro aiidehrists^ 

HAM DINNER FORCHKlSlMAS 

In spite of the vety plain order in God*s Law that wd arc not to eat 
swine (pig)i "‘And th^s though Ho divide the hoofr and hs clovett- 

footed, yet kc chewcth noi the cud: Ae is titicJeaij io you. Of ifieir jJesh 
shall ye not ea t. and their carcase shall yv not touch: he is unclean to 
yov " (Lev. 11 t 7-8), most Christians cat it all of the time^ and especially 
make a great show^ of having their "Christmas Ham*' on December 25ih. 
They may not know that in Egyptian and Greek worship, the sun of (he 
"mother-god’ ' was believed killed by a wild boar which was then killed 
by the "mother god" prior to the "resuiroiftion" of her son. In com- 
motation of this act the worshippers killed and offered as a sacrifice a 
pig which was then eaten by the "telebraiils!" 

Diana {mcnlloncd in Acts 19} was often portrayed with a dead boar or 
boar's bead, and in the woodcut below, the Roman Emperor Trajan is 
shown burning incense lo Diana while the boar's head hangs on a tree. 



and eat a pig at their winter festival of the return of the sun (late 
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December). In Rome, h was called "tfie feast of Saturn*' and the boar 
was killed as a sacriEloc to Saturn. The ecitin: animal was cooked, often 
served with an apple Or pomegranate in its mouth. The custom still 
prevails in England and parts of Europe. In America, almost every 
minister promotes the eating of swinc*s flesh by his congregation.

THE CHRISTMAS GOOSE 

In Egypt a favorite offering to Osiris was a goose, offered at any- 
time, but when offered in the dead of winter^ the goose was then eaten, 

tn Rome, Juvenal writes, "that Osiris, if oft'ended, could be pacified 
only by a large goose and a thin cake*" (The thin take has become the 
"wafer'' used in the Roman Catholic sacrament)- Historians record that 
one of the night attacks by the Gauts on Rome was defeated when the 
geese kept in the temple of Jupiter aroused the Roman soldiers with 
their cackling. 

In India, they have the "Brahmany goose,” sacred to Brahma. In 
Babylon, the goose w^as offered as a sacrifice by the priests of Baal. 
Wilkinson (Egyptians, Vol. V, page 227), states that ancient Egyptian 
heiroglyphicEb indlcatt; thu goose synibulir.cd a sun, giving itself up in 
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sacrifite that the family might be preserved. (That this is from Baal 
worship where the firstborn son was satrificed |c Baal is probable — set: 
Halley’s Bible Handbook on “Religion of the Canaanites”). 

it seems [hat. sacrifices to false gods were usually of unclean species. 
The goose Is uncleaiiH being classified with the swan and the pelican of 
Leviticus 11:18. bul then, so is everything else about ''Chrislirias!*' 

COMCLUSIOHS 

There ate nsany other things I ctmld write about, but the story is 
almost too terrible lo continue— lit>w most of Christendom, even 
professing Christians, have been deceived by The forces of rtflr5(nesfi into 
acting out (lie rituals of Baal worship which arc an abomination to our 
God. 

Most astonishing is the almost universal rejection of these truths 
about (he pagan origin of “Christnrias" by the men in Church pulpits. 
Most igntrtre or ridicule such inforniarion as you have read in these last 
pages. Could [he reason be that many are not followers of Jesus Christ, 
hiu Initcad arc secret priests of the false nic&siah of Babylon and [hey 
only profe-ss it> he Christians so they can get in Church putpUi and lead 
Gttd’s sheep Into the "ways of Baal worship?"
